But by the prefent Practice of Horfe Teams, each of the 20,000 
Farmers lofing 164 ,£ in feven Years, the Amount is Three Millions 
and Two Hundred and Eighty Thoufand Pounds loft to the Province. 

The Difference is Six MiHisns Five Hundred and Sixty Thoufand 
Pounds! 

If this Practice of ufing Oxen were general, Beef would be more 
plenty, and great Sums of Money would be kept in the Province, 
that are now yearly carried out to purchafe Cattle for cur own Con- 
firm ption. 

Confiderabie Sums would be likewife kept in the Provincffvthat 
now ire paid for foreign Hides and Leather. And great Sums 
might be brought into the Province for Beef and Leather exported. 
Thefe Sums added to the Saving above ftated, of Three Millions, 
Two Hundred and Eighty Thoufand Pounds (or to the Difference, Six 
Million Five Hundred and Sixty Thoufand Pounds) would foon make^ 
the Province rich, and occafion fuch a Plenty of Money to carry onj 
Bufir.efs, as has not hitherto been experienced, even in the Times 
of greiteft Liberty for /hiking a Paper Currency* 

It may be objected. That Oxen are fiow in Motion, and Hoifes, 
moving quicker, difpatch more Work. That they muft havei 
Driver befides the Ploughman. That the Farmers cannot ride them 
>n their neceffary Bufir.efs, or to Places of Wor/bip 5 and that they 
are not fit to travel the Road in Waggons on long Journeys.
